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Highway fronToroshllov, Q3SR. to Tu««n. China 

Construction of a highway froa Voroshilov (131-68, 43-48) to fomen (129-SO, 42-55) 
was begun in June 1946 and the section between Voroshilov and Hunchun (130-22, 42-52) 
was completed and in use in September 1947. Work on the section from Ennchun to 
fumen was halted and scheduled to be rescued In April 1948. 

Starting froa Voroshilov, the highway crosses the 8hu£an Elver and goes south to 
Kievka (131-37, 43-37) and then west to Waagpapotzu ./probably 131-10, 43-201/* 
Crossing into Manchuria, the road continues to Fangtsu (130-44, 43-06), Batamen 
(130-29, 42-66) and En nchun . At Bunchtm the highway is to cross the Turnon Elver 
Into Korea, going through Bonyung (130-14, 42-63) and Baayang (129-49, 42-67) and 
finally into fonen. 

Bote* Coordinates given here are for the aoutheraaoat of two places 
by this naae in the area; coordinates ae received In this office were for the 
northern Wangpepotsu (131-13, 43-38), but the southern location seeas more logical 
in view of the general direction of the highway*/ 

In Septeaber and October 1947, the highway was being used to move Soviet troops and 
supplies froa the USSR to Borth Korea. The average aonthly shipments of supplies to 
Forth Korea over Abe road in (6 x 6) truck loads were as follows*
